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Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1970. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  population  of  Colchester  has  continued  to  increase  and  the 
birthrate  remains  above  the  national  average.  Over  the  years  there 
has  been  concern  at  the  loss  of  infant  life  as  reflected  by  the  infant 
mortality  rate  which  persistently  remains  above  the  national  average. 
Last  year  the  rate  fell  but  Doctor  Kershaw’s  note  of  caution  has 
been  justified  by  a return  this  year  to  a figure  substantially  higher 
than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  illegitimate  infant  mortality 
is  much  higher  than  the  national  average.  It  is  well  recognised  that 
unsupported  mothers  have  far  greater  problems  associated  with 
childbirth  and  child  rearing  and  this  is  reflected  in  higher  mortality 
rates  for  illegitimate  births.  Nevertheless  the  Colchester  figure  is 
exceptionally  high.  If  this  had  only  been  true  in  a single  year  it  may 
not  have  been  worthy  of  comment.  However,  a review  of  the 
illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate  over  the  last  six  years  shows  that 
the  figure  is  always  substantially  higher  than  one  would  expect.  This 
at  once  raises  the  question  of  the  provision  of  services  for  unmarried 
mothers  and  whether  more  help  is  required  in  utilising  those  services 
that  are  available. 

Infectious  Diseases 

This  year  we  were  reminded  that  infectious  diseases  once  irradi- 
cated  have  a habit  of  reasserting  themselves.  Diphtheria  occurred  in 
an  institution  and  twenty-two  cases  were  notified,  two  of  which  were 
fatal.  The  number  of  notifications  of  hepatitis  was  high  and  this, 
too,  represented  an  outbreak  in  an  institution.  The  greatest  number 
of  notifications  received,  however,  was  for  measles  and  whilst  it  is 
too  early  to  draw  any  conclusion  from  this,  it  would  appear  that  so 
far  measles  vaccination  is  not  yet  making  the  impact  that  was  hoped, 
although  the  cycle  of  biennial  epidemics  may  have  been  broken. 

Venereal  Diseases 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Special  Treatment  Clinic  at 
the  Essex  County  Hospital  are  included  in  this  year’s  report.  It 
should  be  made  clear  that  this  clinic  caters  not  only  for  Colchester 
residents,  but  also  for  the  surrounding  district.  Nevertheless  it  is  the 
local  evidence  of  a growing  national  problem. 
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It  is  not  usual  to  restrict  these  clinics  to  the  traditional  venereal 
diseases  as  defined  by  statute  but  to  include  all  sexually  transmitted 
diseases. 

The  prevention  of  spread  is  by  prompt  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
patients  and  their  contacts.  Health  education  has  an  important 
function  in  alerting  the  public  to  the  dangers  of  these  diseases  and 
the  importance  of  seeking  expert  medical  advice  promptly.  It  is 
likely,  however,  that  these  measures  will  only  be  partially  successful 
in  checking  the  increase  in  these  infections,  unless  there  is  a sub- 
stantial change  in  public  attitudes  and  a return  to  more  conventional 
standards  of  inter-personal  relationship. 

Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act  1970 

This  Act  of  Parliament  marks  the  last  occasion  that  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  will  have  an  opportunity  to  report  on  the  operation 
of  the  Home  Help  Service,  the  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  and  the 
Day  Nurseries.  There  have  been  two  outbreaks  of  dysentery  during 
the  year  in  our  Day  Nurseries,  which  were  brought  rapidly  under 
control  with  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Health  Department  staff, 
the  Nursery  staff  and  the  Hospital  Laboratory.  Although  administra- 
tive responsibility  is  transferred  to  Social  Work  department,  the 
medical  staff  of  the  department  will  still  be  freely  available  to  help 
and  advise  on  medical  matters  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that 
any  future  outbreaks  will  be  brought  under  control  as  rapidly  as 
before. 

Nurseries  and  Play  Groups  have  played  a useful  part  in  the 
practise  of  preventive  medicine.  For  whilst  they  cater  predominantly 
for  normal  children,  the  placement  of  limited  numbers  of  handi- 
capped children  has  often  proved  very  effective  in  minimising  the 
effect  of  the  handicap.  The  young  handicapped  child  placed  in  this 
way  in  a stimulating  environment  frequently  develops  more  rapidly 
than  he  would  in  a perhaps  more  solitary  environment.  In  this  con- 
nection it  is  important  to  include  in  the  term  handicapped  not  only 
those  who  are  mentally  or  physically  impaired  but  also  those  socially 
deprived  who,  by  being  placed  in  a nursery,  have  the  risk  of  serious 
emotional  problems  minimised.  I am  confident  that  the  close  links 
forged  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Social  Work 
Department  will  allow  this  useful  facet  of  nursery  provision  to 
continue.  Other  services  which  go  to  the  County  Council  Social 
Work  Department  are  the  Mental  Welfare  Section,  the  Social  Workers 
for  the  Blind  and  the  Physically  Disabled.  This  includes,  of  course, 
the  Physically  Handicapped  Centre  at  “Woodlands”.  One  of  the  most 
extensively  used  services,  and  the  one  perhaps  most  important  in 
keeping  patients  at  home  rather  than  their  having  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital  is  the  Home  Help  Service. 

All  these  services  are  thriving  and  efficient  and  will  be  handed 
over  to  the  Director  of  Social  Services  in  good  order;  whilst  the 
administrative  control  will  go  to  another  authority,  the  staff  are  for 
the  most  part  the  same  and  we  can  expect  the  same  “personal” 
service  to  the  borough  residents.

Health  Visiting 

Throughout  the  country  there  has  been  growing  interest  in 
attaching  health  visitors  to  general  practices.  In  the  past,  health 
visitors  have  been  deployed  on  a geographical  basis  so  each  was 
responsible  for  a particular  area  of  the  town.  It  has  become  in- 
creasingly clear  that  the  work  of  the  health  visitor  and  the  work  of 
the  general  practitioner  are  complementary  to  one  another  and  there 
is  much  merit  in  deploying  health  visitors  according  to  general 
practice  lists,  rather  than  to  a geographical  area.  During  the  year  the 
Colchester  health  visitors  were  redeployed  in  this  way  and  whilst  it 
is  too  early  to  judge  whether  this  has  been  wholly  successful  there  is 
a growing  impression  that  the  liaison  between  general  practitioner 
and  health  visitor  is  resulting  in  a better  service  to  the  general  public. 
It  must,  however,  be  mentioned  on  the  debit  side  that  this  system  of 
working  involves  health  visitors  in  a greater  amount  of  travelling, 
which  of  course  means  more  money  is  being  spent  in  mileage 
allowance.  I feel  that  the  increased  expenditure  is  more  than  com- 
pensated by  the  potential  offered  by  the  new  way  of  working. 


Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 

In  the  past,  midwifery  in  hospital  was  completely  separate  from 
midwifery  practised  in  the  domiciliary  field  but  as  we  move  towards 
greater  unification  in  our  Health  Services  we  have  been  able,  in 
Colchester,  to  bridge  the  gap.  The  Colchester  Maternity  Hospital 
reserved  two  beds  for  the  admission  of  selected  cases  from  the 
district  under  the  care  of  the  district  midwife  and  the  patient  is 
admitted  simply  for  delivery  and  returns  home  within  hours  of  the 
child  being  born.  Thus  the  mother  has  the  advantage  of  being  under 
the  care  of  her  own  doctor  and  midwife  whilst  still  having  many  of 
the  advantages  of  a hospital  confinement. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  continues  to  provide  first-class 
nursing  service  for  patients  in  their  own  home  and  a substantial 
number  of  elderly  patients  who  might  otherwise  require  expensive 
hospital  care  are  able  to  be  maintained  in  their  own  home. 

Greenstead  Clinic 

The  new  clinic  premises  on  the  Greenstead  Estate  were  opened 
on  the  26th  October,  1970  by  the  Mayor  so  that  the  services  of  the 
local  health  authority  can  be  made  available  to  the  growing  popula- 
tion in  this  area.  It  is  significant  in  the  design  of  this  clinic  that 
provision  has  been  made  for  conversion  into  a health  centre.  Through- 
out the  country  there  has  been  a growing  interest  in  the  development 
of  health  centres  where  general  practitioner  and  local  health  authority 
services  can  be  brought  together  under  one  roof  and  I think  it 
unlikely  that  we  will  ever  in  future  plan  a clinic  which  does  not 
include  provision  for  a unified  community  health  service. 

May  I finally  pay  my  tribute  to  the  staff"  of  the  Health  Department 
who  have  done  so  much  to  help  a new  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
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take  over  his  duties  and  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  encourage- 
ment.

Water 

Piped  water  is  supplied  by  Colchester  and  District  Water  Board 
(whose  area  also  includes  Lexden  and  Winstree  Rural  District  and 
West  Mersea  Urban  District)  from  six  sources.  Monthly  bacterio- 
logical samples  were  taken  from  five  of  the  sources,  the  remaining 
one  being  sampled  twice  monthly.  All  reports  indicated  a pure  and 
wholesome  supply  which  in  quantity  exceeded  the  consumption  so 
that  no  restrictions  of  any  kind  were  necessary.  During  the  year  120 
samples  were  taken  at  source  and  183  from  reservoirs  and  towers. 
Two  hundred  and  fifty-six  samples  were  taken  at  consumer’s  supply. 
Of  this  total  of  559  only  20  were  regarded  as  unsatisfactory  and 
repeat  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Of  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  none  were  from  consumers’  taps  within  the  Borough  of 
Colchester,  neither  from  sources  or  reservoirs  and  towers,  which 
supply  the  distribution  network  serving  the  Borough.

“Calgon”  to  control  deposition  of  ferric-hydroxide,  and  the  Lexden 
Spring  Source  required  aeration  and  dilution  with  borehole  water 
to  combat  plumbo  solvency. 

During  the  year  3-7  miles  of  distribution  mains  were  laid  in  the 
Borough  and  578  houses  connected  to  the  Board’s  distribution 
system.  It  is  considered  that  the  number  of  dwellings  not  connected 
to  the  Board’s  mains  is  42. 

Main  Drainage  and  Sewage  Treatment 

The  major  extensions  to  the  Haven  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £2  million,  were  commissioned  in  November 
1970.  The  construction  work  in  the  provision  of  two  large  diameter 
trunk  sewers  in  tunnel  to  link  up  with  the  existing  drainage  system 
to  the  redeveloped  Sewage  Works  was  completed  and  commissioned 
at  the  same  time  as  the  Sewage  Works.  The  cost  of  this  work  was 
£148,300.  The  arrangements  for  sewage  treatment  are  sufficient  until 
a population  of  100,000  is  reached  in  the  Sewage  Works  drainage 
area.  This  figure  includes  the  population  for  Colchester  Borough  as 
well  as  the  University  of  Essex,  Wivenhoe  Urban  District  Council 
and  the  Stanway  and  Rowhedge  areas  of  Lexden  and  Winstree 
Rural  District  Council. 

The  detail  design  of  the  surface  water  drainage  scheme  formulated 
to  take  the  surface  water  run  off  from  the  Southern  leg  of  the  Inner 
Relief  Road  together  with  future  redevelopment  on  either  side  of 
the  proposed  road  has  now  been  completed.  The  construction  work 
is  due  to  be  commenced  in  spring  1971  if  the  necessary  grants  are 
forthcoming. 

Investigations  and  design  work  are  being  carried  out  for  extend- 
ing the  main  drainage  system  to  areas  which  are  likely  to  be  developed 
in  the  near  future.  Particular  reference  is  made  to  the  drainage  of 
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the  High  Woods  development  and  for  the  new  Colchester  District 
Hospital.  These  sewers  will  generally  be  provided  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  development  proposals  subject  to  the  necessary 
loan  sanctions  being  available  from  the  Department  of  the  Environ- 
ment. 

The  extent  of  the  overloading  of  the  general  sewerage  system  will 
be  investigated  in  more  detail  now  that  certain  major  drainage  works 
are  completed  and  the  larger  sewage  pumping  station  at  the  Sewage 
Works  is  commissioned. 

General 

During  the  year  no  new  cesspools  were  sunk,  but  two  have  been 
done  away  with.  No  new  wells  were  sunk  and  none  closed. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

No  changes  took  place  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Pools 

There  is  one  public  open-air  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  and 
frequent  bacteriological  samples  are  submitted  during  the  open 
season.  An  indoor  heated  pool  in  the  Colchester  Garrison  is  avail- 
able for  the  use  of  certain  civilian  organisations.  Water  purity  is 
checked  by  the  R.A.M.C.  There  are  also  six  pools  used  for  instruc- 
tional purposes  at  schools.

NOISE 

Thirty-six  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  during  the 
year.  The  noises  complained  of  were  very  varied  and  indicated  once 
again  that  people  are  no  longer  willing  to  accept  noise  as  being 
inevitable,  particularly  when  it  may  seem  to  be  excessive  or  unreason- 
able. Nearly  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  complaints  referred  to  noises 
caused  by  animals,  the  remainder  included  noises  from  lorries, 
pneumatic  drills,  building  sites,  motor  cycles,  business  premises  and 
factories.  Often  it  is  possible  to  secure  elimination  of  the  cause  for 
complaint,  but  this  is  rarely  so  when  dealing  with  noises  from 
factories.  However  co-operative  the  management  of  a factory  may 
be  it  is  sometimes  impossible  to  eliminate  completely  an  offending 
noise  and  the  best  that  can  be  obtained  is  a reduction  to  a more 
tolerable  level.  This  rarely  satisfies  a complainant  because  once 
having  become  aware  of  a noise  its  continuance,  however  much  it 
may  have  been  lessened,  tends  to  be  a recurring  source  of  irritation.

Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease 

The  notified  number  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  1970 
was  comparatively  higher  than  last  year.  There  was  a small-scale 
epidemic  in  measles  and  infective  jaundice,  the  latter  being  mainly 
confined  to  a public  institution. 

I append  below  details  of  infectious  diseases  among  school 
children :

The  total  number  of  all  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was 
822;  285  of  them  being  children  of  school  age. 

I have  reason  to  believe  that  these  figures  bear  little  relationship 
to  the  true  picture  of  infectious  disease  in  the  borough.  There  is 
clearly  considerable  under-notification. 

Hygiene  Conditions  in  Schools 

New  administrative  arrangements  for  routine  inspection  in 
schools  in  Colchester  were  introduced  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year.  Inspections  (including  supervision  of  swimming  pools)  are  now 
carried  out  by  public  health  inspectors  whose  reports  are  submitted 
to  the  Health  Office  for  collation  and  appropriate  recommendations 
as  necessary  to  the  Education  Authority. 

Nine  schools  were  routinely  inspected  during  the  year.  The 
defects  reported  fall  broadly  under  three  headings; 

(a)  Defects  capable  of  remedy  at  economic  cost  and  which 
should  be  given  the  requisite  priority  in  the  capital  or 
maintenance  programme,  depending  on  urgency. 

(b)  Defects  of  design  or  arrangement  of  a relatively  major 
nature  which  although  hygienically  undesirable  might  justi- 
fiably be  accorded  priority  of  lesser  urgency  in  the  capital 
programme,  but  which  should  be  avoided  in  the  design  of 
future  schools. 

(c)  Defects  of  design  or  arrangement  in  obsolescent  schools  due 
for  replacement  or  closure  in  the  foreseeable  future  which 
on  economic  grounds  may  not  justify  remedy. 
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As  regards  the  schools  inspected,  Colchester  County  High  and 
Wilson  Marriage  schools  came  within  category  (a).  Sir  Charles  Lucas 
Comprehensive,  Prettygate  C.P.,  Montgomery  C.P.  and  Friars 
Grove  C.P.  schools  came  within  categories  (a)  and  (b).  St.  George’s 
C.P.  and  Kendall  C.P.  schools  were  within  categories  (a)  and  (c). 

All  design  shortcomings  in  the  newer  schools — cloakroom 
arrangements  in  respect  of  drying  space,  storage  of  footwear,  the 
design  arrangement  and  siting  of  sanitary  accommodation  in  relation 
to  demand  have  been  the  subject  of  official  representations  to  the 
Education  Authorities. 

Arrangements  for  the  provision  of  school  meals  prepared  in 
kitchens,  on  the  school  premises  as  well  as  from  kitchens  elsewhere 
and  transported  to  the  school,  continue  to  be  satisfactory  as  well  as 
the  quality,  and  in  general  the  feeding  arrangements. 


Nursery  Schools  and  Nursery  Classes 

Although  the  number  of  nursery  classes  in  the  borough  remains 
at  three,  St.  George’s  Nursery  is  now  on  a double  entry  system, 
i.e.  one  entry  attends  mornings  only  and  the  other  entry  afternoons 
only,  which  has  enabled  the  school  to  admit  twice  the  normal 
number  of  children. 


Cleanliness  Inspections 

There  has  been  a continuing  rise  in  the  incidence  of  infestations 
by  head  lice.  The  public  need  to  be  aware  of  this,  and  parents  must 
realise  that  the  responsibility  for  the  cleanliness  of  their  children  is 
primarily  theirs.  The  Health  Department  will  advise  and  assist 
wherever  possible,  but  for  this  kind  of  problem,  it  cannot  be  regarded 
as  a “cleansing  centre”.  Head  lice  have  been  showing  increasing 
resistence  to  the  standard  remedies;  this  tendency  has  without  doubt 
been  a significant  factor  in  the  rising  incidence  of  head  infestation. 
Recently,  new  substances  of  different  chemical  composition  have 
been  tried.  The  results  have  been  highly  encouraging  and  justify 
continuing  trials  with  a view  to  their  introduction  for  routine  use. 

Scabies  is  also  being  seen  much  more  frequently.  It  is  possible 
that  the  growing  practice  of  young  people  to  travel  about  and  sleep- 
ing “rough”  frequently  under  conditions  of  poor  personal  hygiene 
may  have  something  to  do  with  this.  Many  of  them  are  unaware  of 
the  risks  of  infestation  under  such  conditions.  We  need  better  health 
education  in  schools,  especially  senior  schools  where  the  subject 
should  be  given  sufficient  attention. 
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New  or  Original  Work 

RUBELLA  VACCINATION 

The  programme  for  protection  against  rubella  started  in  Sep- 
tember, 1970,  concentrating  on  girls  in  their  fourteenth  year.  It  is 
intended  subsequently  to  lower  the  age  to  the  twelfth  year. 

When  seeking  parental  consent  for  this  procedure  it  is  necessary 
to  warn  parents  of  the  contra-indications.  It  is  unfortunate  that  one 
has  to  mention  pregnancy  as  one  of  these,  when  considering  girls  of 
such  tender  years,  yet  nationally  compiled  data  shows  the  necessity 
for  this.  One  parent  has  complained  that  the  reference  was  offensive 
but  when  the  reasons  were  explained  this  was  accepted. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  reports  that  in  1969  forty-seven  births  occurred  in  girls 
13  and  under  in  England  and  Wales.  The  number  of  legal  abortions 
carried  out  in  this  age  group  is  not  separately  reported  but  over 
1,200  occurred  in  girls  under  16. 

Special  Classes  and  Special  Clinics 

AUDIOLOGY  CLINIC 

This  clinic  has  continued  with  two  consultant  sessions  per  month 
but  was  supplemented  during  1970  with  an  extra  session  a month 
attended  by  a Borough  School  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  M.  J.  Bown). 
Total  number  of  clinics  held  during  the  year  was  31,  with  243 
attendances. 

PART-HEARING  UNIT 

Approval  was  given  during  1970  for  the  setting  up  of  a day 
Part-Hearing  Unit  in  Colchester.  It  is  proposed  that  this  should  be 
based  at  Lexden  Primary  School  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  unit  will  be 
completed  and  ready  during  1971. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment 

The  Clinic  at  Greenstead  was  officially  opened  in  September.  It 
was  decided  to  break  away  from  the  traditional  equipment  and 
instead  to  conform  with  modern  standards  to  enable  the  latest 
techniques  of  low-seated  dentistry  to  be  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  will  attract  younger  dental  officers  who  want  to  make  a career  in 
the  School  Dental  Service.  Gradual  replacement  of  equipment 
should  be  considered  in  some  of  the  other  clinics. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  1968  and  1969  the  lack 
of  a clerk-receptionist  in  the  dental  department  of  the  Central  Clinic 
necessitates  the  chair-side  assistant  having  to  interrupt  her  duties  to 
deal  with  callers  in  the  waiting  room  as  well  as  telephone  calls  and 
is  a continuing  cause  of  inconvenience  and  irritation  to  patients  and 
to  the  staff. 
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Apart  from  the  clerical  work  the  separate  entrance  to  the  dental 
department  makes  a receptionist  very  essential. 

The  provision  of  suction  apparatus  as  recommended  in  the  Report 
of  a Joint  Sub-Committee  of  the  Central  Health  Service  Council, 
entitled  “Dental  Anaesthesia”  (H.M.S.O.,  1967)  has  now  been  com- 
pleted and  all  clinics  have  high-velocity  aspirators. 

Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment  (Revised  Scheme) 

As  this  scheme  has  been  in  operation  in  Colchester  for  several 
years  one  would  not  expect  the  statistics  to  show  any  great  differences 
to  previous  years.  It  is  noted,  however,  that  the  percentage  of  children 
examined  by  school  medical  officers  following  completion  of  the 
questionnaire  has  dropped  to  8 per  cent,  this  year — the  two  previous 
years  being  14  per  cent. 

Swimming  Pools 

One  new  swimming  pool  was  opened  during  1970,  at  Parsons 
Heath  C.  of  E.  Primary  School.  This  brings  the  total  number  of 
pools  in  the  borough  to  six.
